The settlers at Cumox havo my- jum hih! 
»criu-9 grounds of complaint n^uinst the 
governmeut, in respect i>f many things, to 
far us bri'iitsli of coiilritot (rocn, 11 would be 
hard lo tin J one wliictt ihe government 
cnteri'd into will) these outlying solders 
whieli they have not broken in some wuy or 
another. By throwing open Ihia and ollirr 
outlying dislric s It r colonization, and by en- 
couraging numbers lo go out there, the au- 
thorities in their different departments cer- 
tainly lent their aid to implying a contract 
on the pari of the government to render the 
places selected fit for the settlement, and i 
must he apparent to every body who has 
taken the trouble lo investigate the matter, 
that very serious ground of complaint exists 
with regard to the present condition of the 
rosideaUin Comox and Cowichan. Cutoff from 
all regular communication with Victoria, it 
is utterly impossible that ono permanent sct- 
tliru.iu be induced lo remain there, unle«s 
somo steps are taken to give them means ol 
access to a market for their produce— nay 
moro, unless the settlers of Comox have a 
proper road, by which at least, taoy can 
reach Nanaimo, how can we expect thai they 
will ever bo able to procure the seeds, Im- 
plements, of husbandry, caltle and other 
necessary adjuncts to funning life, which 
would enable them to raise produce in suffi- 
cient quantities lo be worth bringing lo n 
distant market. 

In addition to the want ol rouds, tho set- 
llera are greatly ia want of the 
protection uflbrded by the occasional 
presence of a gunbor.t. At tho present 
time, as appears Irom tho letter of out 
Comax correspondent the Indians are plun- 
dering the settlers ml libitum, and are taking 
ihoir fences for firewood in tho coolest man- 
ner. Unless thes>o depredations are checked 
in the outset, they will become a nuisance o! 
sufficient magnitude to render nugatory all 
attempts at settling up our coasts. If in ad- 
dition to the hardships and ditlh-uliies with 
which they have to contend, the agricultural 
iats are com; o led to wage a perpetual system 
of petty warfare with the IndiaiiB iribea of 
i'.ie district, lhay will abandon the attempt at 
farming in such localities. 

Had not the Comox settlers been a singu- 
larly hardy, persevering, and energetic body 
ol men, they would have given wuy to the 
provalent feeling ol disgust which has been 
so genera ly experienced by others who have 
gone up country, with whom faith has not 
been kepi, and would have long since aban- 
doned their holdings. There is also an out- 
cry raised for regular postal communication 
with Victoria, and the presence of a mugi<- 
trale is lotiiul very necessary. Our corre- 
spondent also touches upon the desirability 
of the district being represented in tho As- 
sembly. 

We certainly think that il these district' 
had been represented, and by a member who 
would do his duly to his constituents, many 
of the evils complained of would long ng*' 
have been remedied. An objection was raised 
lo the bill for giving them a representative, 
that it was unnecessary, seeing that their 
interests were well looked after by the House 
gererally. We would certainly like to ask 
the question of the House in general, and of 
the honorable gentlBGS«n who made tho ob- 
jection in particular, " how is the [louse in 
any way taking care of the interests of 
Comax and Cowichan at present ?" Unless 
tho system of non-interference is considered 
assistance, we certainly think that the sotllcrs 
have a right to complain t f the way in which 
they have been neglected. 

The Crown Lands Committee seem at lust 
to have warmed to their work, and from the 
number ol questions and answers daily pub- 
lished il may be prcsurred thai the evidence 
adduced holore them will ba of somo import 
unco so far as the sales of Crown Lauds made 
whilst this colony was in its infancy are con- 
cerned. Wc cannot avoid noticing the some 
what extraordinary system dint has prevailed 
as to th«i surveying of lands. In one notable 
instance, we find that a purchaser had been 
allowed to survey his own land. This is 
sarely an arrangement that would uot bave 
been carried out in any other colony than our 
own. It shows a neglect und disregurd of 
the ordinary rules observed where public 
property is to be dealt with, that we cannot 
account for in any way. However, one thing 
is certain, that is, that if the inquiries now 
procsediog are properly carried out and 
proiecuted to the end , we shall have before 
us in the final leport of the committee such a 
complete history of the disposition of the 
public lauds of the colony as will fotm a 
proper supplement to the despatches already 
published relative to some of the lands sold 
and re-sold, and from which the Govowmont, 
and us it natural consequence the peoplo, 
havo not reaped the advantage which in 
natural justice they ought to havo derived. 
Time is running on. but we hope now the 
business seems to have been seriously taken 
in hand there is a prospect ol its being com- 
pleted during Ihia BCfsiofl. 

We wish wo could hint at n like prospect 
for Bomo of the other committees, especially 
that on Ihe Court of I rohate. Nothing cm be 
of more importance than that the past history 
of this Court should be inquired into and that 
its future should be placed on a proper basis- 
Tho general administration of o:ir Courts 
requires investigation, but there is nothing 
that more loudly calls for revision than the 
Court of Probate. How, we ask. is the estate 
of a deceased intestate to bo administered a) 
this moment, if there is no official Adminis- 
trator ? I' it to be supposed thai the work 
can be carried on with nu officials? Before 
|ong it will be necessary to appoint a Com- 
mittee to inquire into the system of civil 
judicature in the Colony ; we should be very 
glad to see the matter taken up by one of the 
City members ; there is not another Britinh 
possession tn which legal matters are so 
delayed and mismanaged as in Ibis Colony. 
It is high time that we had more judges on 
tho Bench, It is fir too much lor any ono man 
to preside in tin .Supreme Court, whora nil 
branches of Civil and Criminal jurisprudence 
ha<u to eorr.e under the cogniinnco'of the 
judge, und in the Summary Court, which in 
i»e)f would occupy the attention of a judge 
for two days a' Inast in every fortnight, lil- 
ting regularly. Wo have from lime to lime 
heard tinny rumour* of coming changes, but 
if the Executive do not take Hie initiative, 
surely the House will hoi neglect the mailer; 
every ono is aware of the imp.iMnce of get- 
ing quickly over suita for small amounts, and 
i. very unfair upon those who have but lim- 
ited means, that they should be kepi out of 
their money U any length of lime. Next 
year will bring in its train many chan- 

go«, but ull ihai is required will not

Uishop addressed the Bench nt some length 
lor the defence and stated that the defend- 
ants had not engaged the men, but had put 
the logging out by contract, und Mr. Tuu- 
mey, who was the uontraclur, was liable. 

His Worship thought that the case inielit 
bo settled out ol court. It wus adjuurned till 
Monday next. 

Copperman Case. — Win. Coppermnn ap- 
peared oi) remand Yesterday in llie Police 
Court to answer u charge id having receivtd 
certain articles, the properly ot tho Unison 
Bay Company, alleged to have been stolen 
from ilia wreck of the Nanette.

Death of Mrs. Troli.oi'K. — Mrs. Frances 
Trollope, whose boo!; of travels in America 
created such a sens.tion vears ago, died 
lately in Florence. Says the New York Tnb 
vne of October 23d : She was chieliy remem 
bered in tbis country bv her foolish business 
experiments in the West, which proved to.be 
such Inpemlous failures, and her consequent 
llippaut und virulent comments on American 
society in general. Her writings nt that lime 
a*wakeucd a suspicion of the intrin.-ic vulgarity 
of her nature, as well us. of lier malicious arid 
vindictive spiiil ; but it is mi inoro than just 
to say thai i-lie presented a different phase ol 
character in i he lullor portion of her lile, and 
gained tho icpuiatiou of a right-minded 
woman, no le.-s than of u pleasing and bril- 
liant novelist. .She was born in Hampshire:, 
about the year 1760, and was not lar Irom 6-1 
years of age ut Hie tune ol tier death. She 
was the daughter ol n clergyman of the estab- 
lished Church Mimed Milton ; was married to 
.Mr. Trnllope, a member of a distinguished 
JSnglisIl family, in 1809, and in lS^'J came 
Ao the United Stales, where she remained fur 
rthe space ol three years. Upon her return to 
lEnglaud she was thrown upon the world ul 
more than 50 years of age, with a husband 
ioj ill to support her, and children still so 
young as to lie dependent on her exertions. 
U.Jer these circuinstuuces she commenced 
her Jiteiaiy career, which continued with 
UliabUed activity until a few u'ars since, 
when age and iiifillllities compelled lier to 
Tttire Iroin public; view, liar works, with the 
.exception of several books of tiuvels, are in 
she department ol licti n, and have gained a 
very considerable popularity on both sides of 
Che Atlantic. " She was thoroughly original," 
says an English writer, " was licli in ife- 
experiences, painted b-ddly, broadly, rapidly, 
forcibly - some thought u little coarsely — but 
ever with tu-e hand of a true and tearless 
artist." Mrs. Trollops died in Florence, where 
she bad resided (or several of lie last years of 
her life. Her two surviving sons, Thomas 
Adolphus and Anthony, possess a highly 
respectable reputation in English lilterature. 

TlICATBB. — Bulwer's beautiful drama, '!The 
Lady of Lyons," never luils to draw an au- 
dience, and the oftenei seen tha butler its 
beauties, unco rendered by competent ar- 
tists, are appreciated. Julia Dcane Hayne, 
ns the proud haughty Pauline, nod Mr. J. 
II. Taylor, as the peasant prince, fully 
maintained the interest of the piece and 
excited llio wannest applause of the audience. 
The scene where Claude Melnolte descants 
upon the glories of his palace [in the air J on 
rthe banks of L ike C'omo, and then upbraids 
ll'auline for loving the prince and not the man, 
was particularly line, Mr. Taylor by his

■who lias just relumed from Cowiciian. that 
whisky in considerable quantities i« con- 
stantly being conveyed by Indians from Vic- 
toria to Cosviclinn, and there sold among the 
dilTrienl tribes. The effect is perceptible in 
the riotous behaviour of the natives. A few 
clays before his departure one of the Quam- 
ichan chiefs was lo-ind ilrownod in i|)a river 
close by the ratiuliidie ; he evidently met 
with his death while under the influence of 
4rink, but whether from accident or by sui- 
cide his own people could not determine. 
Tho tcdiana have been very troublesome of 
late, uud there is no doubt that it is in a 
great measure attributable to the unre- 
stricied indulgence in 1'ujuor trallie. It is 
highly neccssaty for tho natives themselves, 
and the security of the settlers that measures 
were adopted to check tlio growing evil.

Mr. DeCosmos introduced this Hill before 
the House lor a second reading. The object of 
the Hill waste remove certain objectionable 
clauses in regard to Catholics, Jews, &c,i he 
did not believe it wise in this House to make 
any sectarian distinctions. The Hill was 
passed and committed. 

UtLU OF SALE. 

Mr. DeCosmos introduced this Hill for a 
second rending. The main object of tins 
Bill waste place charges on personal pro- 
perty in the same position as charges on real 
property. 

Passed a second reading and committed.

COWICIIAN, COMIX AND AI.BKnXI REPRESENT A« 
TION BILL, 

The House went into Committee 
of tho Whole, Mr. Bayley in tha 
chair. On the amended clause making 
Alberai in electoral district, Mr. Street said 
he would oppose the amendment, ns be 
thought it would simply bo granting a repre- 
sentative Ij a commercial house in Victoria. 

Dr. Tolmie proposed to enlarge the size of 
tho proposed district; he would move an 
amendment that the district bo 20 miles 
sqiiurc instead of ten miles jcpiare, the eentru 
point being Observatory Hock in Stump 
Harbor. , 

Dr. Hulmckon sai.l that tho hon. member 
lot Saanich was certainly under a mistake I 
when he thought that it would be giving a, 
member to a company. By the franchise | 
Act companies were not allowed to vote; he 
understood that a good many sottleis were 
located at Alberni. 

Amendment carried, and the Bill, m 
amended, passed. 

FIHEUA NS PROTECTION ACT. 

Mr. DeCosmos said that the Firemen were 
not quite satisfied with tho Dill as framed, 
thinking that they should hi ve themselves 
llie sole power of making By-laws fir the 
internal regulation of llio department; they 
were quite willing that all the apparatus 
shauld bo under t*e control uf the city. The 
lion, member said that as tbe Fire Depart- 
ment was a voluii ray una, it was but right 
thai they should be allowed to make iheir 
own internal arrangements. 

Mr. Youig said the teasum Iho By-laws 
aad elec i n of chief officers bad been sub 
jeol to the approval of the Governor, 
was that tho Legislature hud been 
hi Iho h*b;t of voting annual 
grants to the Fire Department. It 
uow became a question, as the city lud 
assumed the position of the Government in 
the inatier, whether the same power ought to 
be exeroised by them. As, however, the 
corpoiaiion had lull control over the appara- 
tus. prubaMy that would give them all the 
needful power, and he would thereloro make 
no opposition to the bill. 

Dr. Ilelmcken said he felt inclined to leave 
Iho bill as it was. lie did not approve of 
giving too much power to what we rnigtii 
call a R^-cret society. The (itemed had sur- 
veillance over a lurge portion ol our property, 
and they might | osoibly pass by-law- which 
would ailed injuriously these i-'teresis. He 
thought that .be election of Chief Engineer 
being referred to ibo Mayor was simply giving 
a g'larunteu to the public. Although in- 
c med to truul the tiremen with the greatest 
liberality, he was certainly opposed to giving 
them the powers requested. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved in amendment to 
section 2 of the bill, ihai the election ot Chief 
and Assistant Engineer should bo confirmed 
b, the Board of Delegates, to those lor whom 
the greatest number ul votes were given. 
The object of this amendment was to give 
the department the conclusive power of elect- 
ing their Divn jflicers, to which as a purely 
volunteer body, they were clearly entitled. 

Mr. V'niing moved in amendment that the 
poaer of confirming tiie election ol chief 
and assistant engineer be vested in the 
Mayor of the city of Victoria. 

Mr. DeCosmos withdrew his amendment 
till -Mr. Young's motion was put, which was 
then done and carried. 

Mr. DeCosmos' amendment was then p it 
and lost. 

On the clause exempting firemen from ju r j 
duly. Mr. DeCosmos said llial this was aboul 
as far as he thought we ought to go. At 
present it would exempt about sixty of our 
citizens who are uow liable; as however, 
the companies would probably be tilled under 
this exemption, this number woi Id then be 
incieased to about one hundred ami eighty ; 
the firemen however, also claimed that every 
active member of five years standing suould 
bo lor ever after exempt from jury duty. 

Dr. Helmcken said he had always thought 
that llio position of a juror was an honorable 
one, and ho was surprised that tho firemen 
should wish exemption. Nona wo Id bo 
readier, doubtless, than these samo Bremen 
to uphold trial by jury, and it wus strange 
that in this small oominunity any one should 
object to the honor of serving in that 
capacity. He ihoueht at any rale that the 
number of firemen should he limited. 

Mr. Street said thut volunteer firo service 
was an American custom, anil lie approved 
of treating tho firemen on the American 
principle of exempting them from jury duty. 
He however, would strongly uphold a limit 
being placed on the nuiiioer in this small 
coin munity. 

Mr. Young movod in Amendment that 
ibis exemption shall not eatuiul to any ol lie r 
lira companies than Ihoio at present |n exis- 
tence in the City, viz : the Hook and Ladder 
Company, the Deluge Co npany, and the 
Tiger Company, ami that the number ol 
tilt se companies be limited to 05 members 
each. 

Dr. Ilelmcken moved in amendment that 
after the words "jury duly" the words 
" oilier than op Coroner's inquests " bo in- 
serted. 

Amendment carried. 

Mr. Young's amendment was then passed. 

Tho bill as amended was then read und 
passed and tho Committee rose and reported 
progress; tho House has adjourned till 
Monday.

SUPREME COURT 



(SKFOHI HIS I.onDSllllTHlEFJUSTICECAMERON) 

D, B. Ring is. Mayor of Victoria. 

The Court resumed its silting yesterday 
at 11 a. in. Air. McOreighl addre-sed the 
Couit n support of a Rule Nii»i, prohibiting 
the Mayor and Towh Cleik from proceeding 
to execution to recover the umountof Lis e tux 
and line levied upon Mr. D li. King. 

Mr. McOreighl stated lhat he had three 
grounds of argument to urge iu support of 
tlie rule : 

1st. That the Corpa.'stion had not the 
power delegated to them by the Legislature 
to Irame the Bj-lavv upon which tho proceed 
iniis we:e founded. 

2,1. Thai il the authority was intended to 
be d -le.uted ilia Legislature had no such 
power, and llial the try -law was thurelole 
void, us repugnant tu the uw ol Kngland. 

31. That the by-law, assuming it valid, 
was improperly carried out before Mr. Harris 
as Mayor. 

Mr. McCreighl proceeded to nrgue that 
tho Corporation bad not ihe power to impose 
taxation. It was one of the greatest and 
most responsible piwers mat Could be dele- 
gated by the Legislature and must thereloro 
be conferred in express words. Tho learned 
gentleman quoted a decision by Justice Cole- 
ridge in support of ibis view. Baron Purke 
hud also held that a reasonable construction 
oily must be placed on the words, and not 
one which led to injustice or manifest ab- 
surdity. Unlimited powers were frequently 
abused and the Legislature he contended 
could never have purposed to convey such 
unlimited powers. If that were conceded the 
Corporation might, if they desired, go farther 
and introduce a by law or the suspension 
of ihe Habeas corpus or any other mon- 
strosity. It was only necessary that seven 
days should alupso tiefore the by-law came 
into force, unless disallowed by the Gov- 
ernor in wriliug, and if His Excellency were 
absent, o:- ill. or by accident, omitted to pe- 
iu-u tha b> law llie samp result would follow. 
II published iu sumo one or more uf tl)0 local 
papers it slill became law, 

Tbe learned gentleman referred to a lormer 
opiniun given by the learned Attorney Gen- 
eral, and drew a comp.rhoa between the 
corporatii n act of Victoiia a. id those extant 
iu Canada. 

Mr. (Jury — Did you ever read the Cana- 
dian acts ? This act wus copied almost word 
for won! |-nr,i n Canadian, one. Mr. Cary 
objected to ihe learned counsel making refer 
euce to a foiiner opinion, be inu-t confine 
himself to llie arguments advanced in this 
case. 

Mr. McOreighl proceeded to, comment upon 
the power ul taxation conferred by the not 
Taxation Was t|)e main soring of the c insti- 
tution, an I he urgued lhat it wan monstrous 
to hold wilh the uxpre-sed opinion ul the 
Attorney (J-neial, mat the corporation bad 
an implied power to impose such an op, ires 
sive and wicked By-law. Taxation without 
a right of appeal was impossible, and there 
was no ponsiruction in the acl ul an appeal 
court wiiiuh i>oijl . he legal. The members 
ol the corporation were by luvy incompetent 
lo sit in judgment, a- they wore hold lu bo sui- 
tors who weie interested 10 the cause. — 
(Grant, pugc 87.) Tlie same objection would 
alno apply to any court constituted by the 
corporation. Taxation, also involved an 
assessment roll, oipl Ihore was no mention 
made in the act ol either an assessment roll 
or court of appeal, which was necessary to 
oarry out-thut assessment roll. 1 The Gover- 
nor had no power to create such a court, and 
the samo objection itpplies more forcibly to 
tpe real estate assessment q. nl the 1 8th of I 
per cent., neither of vyliicli pould be carried 
out without a court of appeal. 

Mr. McOreight referred lo English Aots of 
Incorpoialion, to show that the powers of 
raising revenue weie expressly defined, and 
further showed that appeal was made to tho 
Recorder. In this case ho said Mr. Harris 
was prosecutor, judge, and he supposed also 
shcrifl. He argued that it was chousing the 
least of two evils to suppose that tho legis 
tiirs never contemplated conferring such ex- 
tended und iiulimiied power ; bur. it was u 
reasonable const r uc! ton lo say that the legis- 
lature intended only to grant the power lo 
to the corporation to Irame a By-law direct- 
ing ihe man nor in which they rropoued to 
raise Iho city revenue, and then io go to the 
legislature to assent lo such mode of taxation 
and to give Ihem an express power to carry 
it out to a limited extent. 

He again referred to 'he case quolcd by 
Mr. Ring, where Baron Kullu hull) lhat u 
Canal Company could not inlliot a penally 
lor Sunday travelling where the Legislature 
hs.d already imposed one, and interred that 
a system ol taxation having alrumly existed 
in this ci'y wb'ob imposed an equal tax on 
Barristers and "Solicitors, 't was inconsistant 
with and repugnant to the law ol the land, 
and the principles of national justice, to hold 
that a powei to 'ratno a By law fixing a lax 
on ihe former double (hat of tho latter could 
be delegated to the corporation (IJroomc'n 
Legal Maxims, page 55.) He further argued 
that tho rcfuronco of the By-law to t|io Mu- 
nicipal volois did not affect the question, it 
yvai ft well jellied principle of luw Jhat ruoh 



a power must bo given in clear and unam- 
biguous language. It was also a sound pen- 
em! rule that a tax should not bd imposed 
without a specific and definite power convey- 
ed by llie Legislature, and that iu cases where 
a burthen was impused u poll the subject, the 
courts must lule in favor ol the subject thus 
burdened, where the powers were not convey- 
ed in express terms. His Excellency he 
feared must be held to have exceeded his au- 
thority in absenting to such an acl, if that net 
he held to convey the inferred powers, as no 
ubjeot could be taxed without the assent of 
the Queen, and that was not done in the pre- 
sent instance. 

Mr. McCreighl noxt took the second point 
if o! jeclion, and argued that even assuming 
i liui the Legislature had delegated the 
power to the corporation lo Irunie a By-law, 
I ic Hy law was null and Void, inasmuch as the 
Legislature could not delegate Biich power, 
llequoiel the case of ihe Bank ol Austral- 
asia v. Nias, where the Cuiitt of Queen's 
Bench iu a considered judltment, held that 
under llie circumstances a Colonial shitute of 
New .South Wales was not repugnant to the 
law ol Kngland or contrary to the principled 
of law and justice. Adir ting those as the cri- 
terion ol whether a Colonial slatulo was law 
or not, il they fell themselves ul liberty lo 
do so Ih* Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council, a tribunal of at least equal authority 
could make the same enquiry, and assuming 
that the Chief Justice here should feel himself 
bound by the statute, would if tho v thought 
lit decide the statute to bu bad, and tbe 
absurdity wuttld follow at His Honor giving 
a decision which ho knew would be over 
ruled by the Privy Council, and of a oonfliut 
between an inferior and superior tribunal 
whenever the losing party could aflird the 
expense of ac appeal. There was at least a 
doubt whether au Imperial statute Could be 
valid when it was opposed to principles of 
national justice, and this doubt would apply 
very much stronger in a case ol a Colonial 
Act whose Legislature is expressly in many 
instances, and 'u others by implication, con- 
fined 10 llio passage of acts not repu.nunt to 
tbu law ol Kuglaud or principles of national 
justice. In tact the Governor's instructions 
precluded hint from assenting io such laws, 
und hud Hid Excellency s attention been 
drawn lo tho construction ol the Act now 
contended Ijr by the Corporation giving un- 
limited powers of taxation and ol euluicing 
it, ho wuuld doubtless so have felt. 

The learned gentleman went fully into the 
prud ices ill lorce in tho other British Col-' 
utiles to prove that ant such law must first be j 
submitted to the Secietuiy lor the Colonies 
for opinion on law points, und Ihe assent i 
ol the Imperial Government, aad reasoned 
lhat the extended powers which were assum- 
ed to have been C0liVeyC.il were too vast, too 
unlimited, and loo dangerous lo be delegated 
by the Legislature to a council which would 
carry cut soch powers by a by-law not hiio- j 
milted ti Her Majesty, A subject hitherto 
was nut taxable excepting by the assent ol 
the Assembly, Council, the G ivcrnur, ami 
ultimately Her Majesty ; but this important 
right was now lo be delegated in an unlimited 
manlier lo a mujorhy of the corporation, and 
(lie only check was ihe possible disallowance 
ol ihe Governor lo be expressed within seven 
days of the publication. The Colonial 
Legislature could net menu this, mid if il did 
it attempted Fohiuihing exceeding it powers. 
Assuming that it could delegate such a 
power, nica questions might arise os to 
whether the delegation wus consistent with 
tho retention by it ol [lowers ul taxation. Ill 
soppoit of the third point, Mr. .McCreighl 
quoted from Broome's Legal Maxims, page 
111, 112, to sbo v ihai a judge could not sit 
iu a case iu which he was interested, and lhat 
a member of iho copulation was interested, 
and could nut llieieloio be judge. The gisl ef 
ihe le rued gentleman's urgumetit upun ibis 
he id, was iliat the Mayor could liol sil upon 
corporate matters. His duties were confined 
lu nil questions and matters coining beloro 
him by virtue only of his office as a Justice 
ol the Peape. [Grant on Corporations, pugo 
87) 

Mr. MoCrelght having concluded his argu- 
ment' Mr. IJuiy claimed a light lo reply on 
the Jiises cited. 

Court adjourned till Tuesday, at 11 a. rn. 

BED ROCK; FLUM1NG. 

OaxbrostowN, Williams Cue»k;, j

Ennoii British Colonist— Sib : The 
mining community appear to have become 
aware of the palpable laei that without Unity 
and sysieui ir. llieir mining operations, the 
obstacles of succors ate becoming gradually 
and beautifully less. 

Duriug the past season the attention of 
many of the inost practical miuers in tho 
Cariboo district has been attracted to the sub- 
ject of bed-rock, or tailing flumes, 

T le immense advantage of iho alinye sys- 
tem ot mining has been clearly proved dm lug 
the past lew years lu California. Whole dis- 
tricts that were deemed worthless to llio in- 
dividual miner, have, by the adoption of this 
system, given employment lo many hundreds 
id men, and it has in many instances euiirely 
superseded the moru primitive methods of 
extracting the precious metal. 

It may be us well lo enumerate a few of 
llio obstacles and difficulties that ut present 
retard iho successful and profitable working 
of many of the creeks uud flats in this dis- 
trict. "Taljiug, lor example, the following 
woll-knuwu claims — the liaby, Cameron, 
Caledonia. Moffat, Never Sweat, Black Jack 
Tunnel, uud hundred* of others too numerous 
to mention, the amount of maiiey expended 
to raise water to tlie surface by water- p wcr 
wheels, pumps, or the more laborious method 
of hoisting the single bucket full by h ind, 
which is al the best slow and sometimes iu- 
eBeotual-srthe best method si prjsent in qse 
lor pumping by wuler-powei cannot bo relied 
upon ulter tho tirsl day of October) from 
thut dale the supply ol waler as a moiive 
(lower is very precarious, the wheels uud 
pumps are converted in one night into a huge 
pile ul icicles and thereby rendered useless 
for the purposes for which i bey were Con- 
structed at un enormous expense, and this 
result is qui merely a [patter of lu'yir.g over 
the claims thereby effected tjll the eiisquig 
spring, but Ihe waler that iu a shut'l I Kite col- 
lects in Ine drills and tunnels aols upon llie 
principle ol an hydraulic lilt, uctually lili ng 
Ihe ground oil the cups, pi, .sis. und limbers 
placed iu llie iinllsor tunnels lor their sup- 
port, uud as a natural consequence when 
the water is pumped oui tho whole works 
cave in, thereby rendering il misaf- or i t |- 
mqsl impossible fq Wo; k wilh,Mi|t sink- 
ing row nhulis, running now drills, and 
wasting an immense quantity uf new ground 
which every practical miner will understand, 
as it is absolutely necessary to leave a wall ol 
at least tine: fuel between llie new new 
wo'ks and tho uld damaged, as there have 
been by |he water thai uccmuulaied during 
the willitf. 

The foregoing is but a poor exposition of 
the evils arising from the want of j proper 
system uf drainage, and Ihe only manner ill 
which ibis gram; desideratum can be achiev- 
ed, will be by u general system of bed-rock 
flumes, and the only maimer in o Inch these 
ull imporiaiit works can be constructed ill 
bu by a eombiijaiion of out side c ■ pi la I with 
that ol the practical mii.ois actually engaged, 
and il may bo well heie to call the attention 
of capitalists lo the ualure uf bed-rock 
Uuming operations, and draw a parallel be- 
tween them and the mania (if 1 may use llie 
lerm) lhat is crealed every fall by the rich 
strikes made by the le v lucky miners. 
gfTuke, lor instance, any one of tho claims 
Hull bore such au unviable reputation last 
year and compare with to day and they are 
merely a runner qt the past, and this is nut 
because Ihey are exhausted, bi|l that they can 
be no longer profitably worked by individual 
labur. Un tbu other hand, by a general sys- 
tem of bed-rock Uluming, Ilia outlay wuuid 
bo insignificant compared wtth tbe advanta- 
ges to be gained. Take for instance the 
Black Jack Tunnel claim, the Cariboo, the 
Baiker, the Bald Head, uud suveral otheis; 
llie expenditure for drainage (thougli ol the 
most imperfect Kind) hus been sulDcient lo 
construct two miles ol bed rock flume, which 
would possess the advantage of permanency, 
whereas the present system entails a similar 
outlay ui nually. It has been computed thut 
the amount of mo ey expended during this 
seavon for drainage, cxeuoijs ot|e million ol 
dollars. Alter the construction of the first 
hundred feel of flume on nfmost every creuk 
in the disltict, il would not only sustain it- 
self, bill yield a handsome profit, and when 
finally completed would ha little or no ex- 
pense to tbu shareholders, and the entire pro- 
ceeds would be profit, fur the sirnplu reason 
that running a flume up ihe bed uf a 
stream must tend tu llie development of hill 
or bank diggin s, 

The gold wasted ill washing by individual 
claim holders, wuuld form a handsome in- 
come lo the owueis of the bed rock flume 
so situated, wittiout an efl'irl on their part, 
therefore the advantages would be equal 
between tho capitalist and the miner ; llie 
BfU't investing but a small amount, Ihe Utter 
his practical kuoiyMga ajioj laaof. I'd, in 
auguruie a system that must pp a lusting 
benefit to iho Colonies is my reason for cull- 
ing altouliqn {> this_flW. }i'>portqnt subjtet 



with llio hope that you will find room in 
your columns to place Ihe foregoing before 
the public. Alio, triatynu will urge the Gov- 
ernment by every means in your power, 
to grant such leases and privileges lo com- 
panies formed to carry on", tho projects set 
forth in this document, us will render their 
undertakings profitable to themselves mid 
beneficial to the general interesi of the 
Coionies. 

I conclude lor tho present with a general 
summary of local news.
